has been the trouble. If a bookkeeper or 
cashier is trusted sufficiently and has the 
handling of nionry it is an easy matter 
for him to steal, but it Is as much Larder 
for him to conceal his thefts. A very 
common way is to falsify the items on 
the debit side of the cash book. Tho cor- 
rect amounts are generally entered oa 
the ledger account, and the merchant 
almost invariably looks at tho ledger 
when he wishes to see whether any ac- 
count lias been paid. 
It is his own care- 


lessness that permits emlezzlenent, and 
if ha lias in t the time to Iwik after his 
Own busino?^ he should have an account- 
ant go over Us books three or four times 
a ye.u". ' 


Merriit Crooks, who has been in tha 


bus.nt'ss for a number of years, baa had 
the opportunity of wjtct.iug tho course 
taken by a 111.- ' er of etr.ber.u'f r,. and the 
mean* i.-c". l\ tunn to tuako t.iei- books 
apparen-.;. balance, so that at a casual 
ckn^j. ihdr pccui'^ons cannot be dis- 


covered. 
"The way I happened to enter 


into the business was this," he said; "I 
had bc-en engaged as a bookkeeper In Btrf- 
falo, and was employed to examine into 
the accounts of tho county treasurer of 
Eric county.

a careless system of keeping accounts the 
treasurer M.IS short in ids ca-sh $19,000.

coyer nu t tie theft by false entries m hia 
hjoks i;tu tho defaulter who takes money 
l:-,>::i time to time is forced to mate his 
bf'Oi.s irip-ar balanced, lie makes falsa 
entries »-UicJa can be discovered easily by 
an < \'pert afccountant. 
The systematic 


einbe/.'l -r simply relies upon no examiua- 
tioti being made. 
In order to commit 


systematic roobery ho must bo trusted 
cot only with tho cash, but also wl;h the 
books. 
It is then a very easy matter to 


enter items or false footings in the cash 
book so that the Ogures will appear cor- 
rect. 
Unless the employer goes beneath 


the surface tho fraud will never be dis- 
covered. 


' 'The honest bookkeeper would^not feel 


offended or insulted if his books were ex- 
amined, and if he is dishonest, the sooner 
his work is lookodoverthotiettT. 
Book- 


keepers would bo more carclnl and the 
books would bo better kept. A cashier in 
a large establishment should not l,e al- 
lowed to have full charge of the bucks, 
and the bookkeeper should bo the 0110 to 
keep t he record of all the casaiei 's receipts 
and expenditures. 
In this way embezzle- 


ment is impossible, unless t.ie tno act in 
collusion. Tne accounts of tl.o cashier 
can tuea b? examined by the bo .;keeper's 
records only. Few dedications are found 
in ther-i-cvuuts of railroad corporations, 
where h.r,;o sums of money aro handled 
every year. This is because'of the system 
of auuita'g accounts. 
The a^reut who 


handles njoiit-y for the company does not 
know what moment the traveling auditor 
may coc:e in aud demand an immediate 
inspection of his accounts. Examinations 
made in this way affect the market value 
of stock in corporations. 
Lf 
investors 


could be satisfied that the condition of 
tho nuances of any corporation was ex- 
actly what it is given out to be by the 
officers they would have greater confi- 
dence in investing and the market value 
of the stocks would increase."—Chicago 
Times.

those reme^Ks aro useful which lessen 
torpidity jes; ecially of the liver) and tend 
to increase the, power of the body to reaot 
promptly to insidious changes in atmos- 
pheric temperature.--Science. 


Exports of Fresh Meat. 


Since frosh meat is now transported by 


thousands of tons from North and South 
America and Australia to England and 
France, it is interesting to examine the 
ingenious processes adopted on tho ocean 
steamers engaged iu this business to keep 
the moat at a low temperature during the 
voyage 
The means by which this low 


temperature is maintained now consists, 
according to a French authority, of ma- 
chines for (.'lowing cold air into the meat 
storerooms iu the hold of the vessel, the 
air being cooled simply by expansion. 
As every one knows, {ho old fashioned 
freezing machines employed tho expan- 
sion of condensed ammonia gas as a re- 
frigerating agent, conveying tho cold 
current to the place where it was to be 
used by means of glycerine, or some 
other liquid not subject to freezing at 
ordinary temperatures. 
By tho new 


method, tho air is cooled by its own ex- 
pansion, and then forced directly into the 
rooms. The air is first drawn into a con- 
densing cylinder, where it is compressed 
under a pressure of about fifty pounds to 
tho square inch. 
This greatly reduces its 


volume and raises its temperature to 
nearly 01/0 degs. F. 


Tho next step to carry off the surplus 


^ heat, which is done by means of a current 


I of sea water, circulating around tho con- 


[ denser, or rather around a scries of tubes, 


into which tho air passes from tho con- 
denser. To cool It still more, and cause 
the deposits of the watery vapor con- 
tained In it, tho eir next passes into an- 
other series of tubes, which are exposed 
to the current of cold air returning from 
tho meat storeroom, and is then drawn 
into the, expansion cylinder. 
On being 


allowed to expand here, the temperature 
of the air falls immediately to about 70 
dega. below zero, F., and the last traces 
of moisture aro 
deposited as 
sncyw. 


Wooden tubes then convey tho chilled au- 
to tho storerooms, which it reaches at a 
temperature of about zero, F., and after 
circulating about the roo*ns is drawn back 
by an aspirating shaft to the refrigerat- 
ing machine. 


The thermometer in the storerooms 


never rises to tho freezing point of water, 
so the meat is kept continually frozen 
from the day of its shipment, perhaps at 
Melbourne or the La Plata river, until its 
arrival in the London docks, where it is 
found to be indistinguishable from the 
best fresh beef and mutton. 
The store- 


rooms are protected against the entrance 
of heat by conduction from the outside 
by means of doublo walla and floors, 
packed with powdered charcoal.—Boston 
Budget. 


The VM« Number ot "Sralthj." 


Taking into consideration 
the vast 


mrmber of Smiths extant in the world, 
there can be no doubt that tho name but 
seldom implies relationship. 
Of straight 


"Smiths" alone, there are 1,508 mentioned 
in the Directory of 1888; these are all 
adults, and It ia reasonably certain that 
there is folly an equivalent number of 
children and youths of the same name, not 
mentione'd. This would make a total of 
3.1.16 "Smiths." Then this is still aug- 
mented by the variations ef the name— 
Schmidt, Smyth, Schmit, etc., until it is 
probable that there are 6,000 of that 
ubiquitous family in St. Louis alone. 
The 


population of St. Louis being 400,000, it is 
evident that about ono Bixty-sUth of St. 
Lonisans are Smiths. 


Tho peculiar part lies in the fact that 


it is but extremely seldom, if ever, that a 
man aud woman bearing that universal 
name are marr' ^. I have noticed this 
for_ jears, and ./atched carefully, but 1 


cnutfot remember ever having seen tne 
names coupled together in the item of 
marriage licenses in the newspapers, nor 
have I ever heard of a couple, both of 
whom bore that name, being united in 
wedlock. 
They certainly marry some- 


body, for the rarest old maid and old 
bachelor is ono bearing the widespread 
name. 
It will ever bo a mystery why 


Smiths do cot intermarry. 
At the pres- 


ent rate it is but a question of time when 
the name will have conquered the world, 
and everybody will bo named "Smith."— 
Globe-Democrat. 


LINES TO FATHER TIME. 


Elfference Be ween Wool and Hair. 
The difference between wool and hair ia 


not so great as might be supposed, since 
very fine hair bears a strong resemblance 
to very coarse wool; but when the micro- 
scope is brought into operation a marked 
differentiation may be observed. 
The 


surface of the hair will appear to be per- 
fectly smooth, as though it were polished, 
while the surface of a fiber of wool is im- 
bricated, as though the trunk were cov- 
ered with infinitely small scales. 
A hair 


is therefore seen to bo an entirely different 
thing from a fiber of wool, and a further 
variation ia noticed in the fact that hair 
never curls in the way wool does, for hair 
—when it is curly at all—curls in long, 
wavy lines, and wool in short, half circles, 
which almost return into themselves. Tho 
texture of wool is also varied by fine 
lines, from 2,000 to 4,000 in tho inch, so, 
by means of tho microscope, wool may be 
easily known from cotton or any other 
animal or vegetable fiber. Every kind of 
hair has its own fiber, but fine human 
hair most nearly resembles the wool of the 
fiheep, having the same imbricated appear- 
ance as that of wool. Uabbit fur is most 
widely different from wool, and a deer 
hair is almost equally BO, microscopic 
examination showing it to be composed 
throughout of small cells, extremely pecu- 
liar both in form and arrangement.— 
Globe-Democrat. 


War Without Bloodshed. 


It is well known that the nitrite of 


amyl possesses the power of censing in- 
sensibility very quickly ia a human being 
breathing its fumes. 
The effect is equi va- 


lent, temporarily, to a paralytic stroke. 
It is very cheap and plentiful, aud Mr. 
Edward Weston, tho electrician, proposes 
to use shells filled with this chemical in- 
stead of gunpowder. 
Ho argues that a 


few gallons of this nitrito dashed on the 
deck of a warship would soon render her 
crew helpless. The most powerful Iron- 
clads would be even more vulnerable than 
the light cruisers, for they would be suck- 
Ing down great draughts of air through 
their artificial ventilators, and the odor 
would thus rapidly permeate the whole 
ship. 
The whole crew being rendered 


helpless for an hour or two the ship could, 
of course, be towed into a safe port, while 
the captors ventilated her and removed 
the insensible men.—New York Mercury. 


Too Much Worry afid Fr«t. 


Is it economy to take so much thought 


for the morrow as to have none left for 
today? To plan and worry and fret about 
something that may not happen to-morrow 
or next week or next month, and in such 
worry aud fret lose all the possible ea- 
Joyment of today, and worse.
